In addition to the sixteen bales on 
five acres, I made four hundred 
bushels of corn on fifteen acres 
of rocky hill land; raised plenty of 
meat for the farm, having dressed 
a porker the other day that netted 
800 pounds; kept, all the time, 
about 50 laying hens, have plenty 
of milk and butter, sweet potatoes 
and other truck crops for home 
use, so that in addition to my cot­ 
ton, we raised a living on the farm.
